The Incidents of this lesson are 
related to the parables of the last 
lesson eoncerning the growth of 
the kingdom of heaven.

The Sea of Galilee, or the Lake 
og Gennesaret as It is also called, 
is twelve and a half miles long at 
its greatest length and eight miles 
wide, and a lake even of those pro­ 
portions can be subject to very 
serious storms and squalls, and It 
must 
be remembered 
that 
the 
boats of that day were small. 
This particular lake was accus­ 
tomed to unusually violent storms 
because it was enclosed on all 
sides, except on the northwest, by 
steep mountain, and the wind 
sometimes 
sweeping down 
from 
these mountains with something of 
the foroe of a tornado made the 
onset of the storm frequently as 
terrible as it was sudden. 
8leep During Strew 
This was what happened in this 
journey across the lake. though 
Jesus was so worn out with his 
dealings with the multitude that 
he had fallen asleep In the stern 
of the boat This in itself is an 
interesting commentary upon the 
Intensity of the ministry of Jesus 
and the severity of its constant 
strain. Could we think of a man 
even in ordinary wearinese going 
to sleep under Ouch circumstances? 
The terror-stricken disciples are 
amused a t bls unconcern and they 
awake Him with an open reproach, 
“Master «arent though not that we 
perish?” What a strange contrast 
in the goad* that comes as Jesus 
rebukes the winds and waves and 
there arises a great calm! 
What was this power that Jesus 


exercised over nature? 
We are 
here In the presence of a miracle, 
and all that questioning In the 
mind of man concerning the fact 
and nature of miracles Immediate# 
comes to light. 
As I have often said, It does not 
fall within the function of these 
brief comments upon the lessons 
to deal with ultimate questions 
of criticism such as are involved 
in discussions regarding the nature 
and reality of miracles. 
I have, 
however, remarked upon the fact 
that the recorded miracles, prac­ 
tically all, have some definite re­ 
lationship to the spiritual mission 
and ministry of Jesus. 
The evidence of the power of 
Jesus to not found today in the 
calming of stormy Bens and of vi­ 
olent winds or in fact in any out­ 
ward manifestation 
of 
physical 
power, but in that effectiveness 
with which he allays the storms 
of human life, quieting the violent 
and disturbed passions of men and 
bringing peace as blessed as that 
that came upon the Sea of Galilee 
to the souls of those overwrought 
by sin and struggle. 
Not long ago we heard of a 
woman who made an ocean trip 
and was desperately seasick. She 
prayed earnestly that the return 
trip might be over a calm sea, and 
the minister who related the ind*- 
dent said that this woman almost 
lost her faith when her prayer 
apparently was unanswered and 
the sea was as rough as ever. 
That sort of faith is not particu­ 
larly deep or Intelligent, and that 
sort of prayer is not prayer in its 
noble aspect as Jesus taught IL 
lf the life of Jesus in its literal 
record suggests his power over 
nature, we are reminded also that 
there were Instances where Jesus 
just as clearly and definitely were 
subject to law and submitted him­ 
self to law. 
He was weary beyond measure, 
he suffered hunger, and In the last 
great triumph of his life, though 
he prayed earnestly, there was no 
power to save him from death and 
the cross. 
The cup that he de­ 
sired to pass from him was his 
to drink, and It was not In refus­ 
ing that cup but in the depth of 
his submission, “Not my will but 
thine be done,” that Jesus reveal­ 
ed the power of his own prayer

JELLY ROLL 
2 eggs. I cup sugar. I teaspoon 
lemon extract, I tablespoon liquid 
tat, 1-1 cup hot water, I cup poetry 
flour, I 1-2 teaspoons baking pow­ 
der. 1-4 teaspoon salt. 
Beat eggs until light, fluffy and 
lemon colored. Add sugar and tat 
then beat agata with egg beater. 
Add hot water and beat again with 
beater until sugar Ie dissolved and 
mixture is fluffy. 
Fold sifted dry 
Ingredients Into mixture and pour 
into a pan about 2 Inches by 12 
Inches making 
mixture one-third 
Inch thick. Have baking pan lined 
with an oiled paper. Bake in a low 
oven (128 degrees) about 20 min­ 
utes. The cake should be done but 
not brown, In order to roll suc­ 
cessfully. 
Turn out en a paper sprinkled 
with powdered sugar and remove 
paper Immediately. Cut off all four 
crisp edges, spread quickly with 
Jelly which has been beaten so 
that It will spread easily. Roll up 
lightly and quickly before It cools. 
Wrap for a few minutes in a towel 
or paraffin tpaper so that it will 
hold together.

1-2 lb. butter (I cup), 1-2 lh. su­ 
gar (I cup), 1-1 lh. pastry flour (2 
cups), 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-S tea­ 
spoon baking powder, I eggs, 1-4 
teaspoon mace, 1-2 teaspoon lemon 
extract. 
Sift flour and salt. Cream butter 
and sugar together until very light 
and creamy then add one-fourth of 
the sifted flour, the flavoring and 
the eggs beaten whole until thick.

Turn into a 
bread pan lined with oiled paper 
and bake in a low oven (SSO de­ 
grees) for I 1-2 to I 2-4 hours. 
CARAMEL WALNUT CAKE 
1-2 cup butter or substitute, S-4 
cup butter, S eggs, 1-S cup sugar 
caramelised, 1-2 cup bolling water, 
1 1-2 teaspoons vanilla, cold water, 
2 cups flour, I teaspoons baking 
powder, 1-1 teaspoon salt 1-4 tea­ 
spoon ginger, 1-2 to 2-4 cup wal­ 
nuts. 
Caramelise 1-2 cup sugar to a 
rich brown but do not allow it to 
reach the bitter stage. 
Dissolve 
caramel in the boiling water but 
do not cook down to a syrup. Add 
enough cold water to make 1-2 cup 
of liquid In all, and cool before 
using. 
Cream butter and sugar 
thoroughly together, add yolks and 
beat until creamy. Alternately add 
liquid and dry Ingredients mixing 
well. 
All flavoring and fold in 
egg whites beaten stiff, lf walnuts 
are used sprinkle them with some 
of the flour belonging to the cake 
and add before folding in the egg 
whites. Bake as loaf or In a tube 
pan BO to BO minutes In a moder­ 
ate oven ISO degrees.

I 1-2 cups light brown sugar, 1-4 
cup milk or cream, 1-2 tablespoon

2-2 cup tomatoes (cut in 
small pieces). 
Melt butter in double boller, add 
green pepper and cook slightly un­ 
til softened.

Although the law prescribes that 
all m otorists m ust provide 
their

horn 
and 
keep them in good order, it does 
not insist on the senseless prac­ 
tice of indiscrim inate tooting, ac­ 
cording to the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. It is pointed 
out th a t while the horn Is a vital 
bit of equipm ent on every car, yet 
there is a code of etiquette and 
good sense which should govern 
its U S O .

California’s state highway system 
will more than double in the next 
IS years has aroused consider­ 
able comment throughout the state. 
The forecast was made by T. H. 
Demise, acting maintenance 
en­ 
gineer of the California division 
of highways. 
Approximately 90 per cent of the 
present rights of way do not ex­ 
ceed OO feet in width, and the sug­ 
gestion is made that set back lines 
be established either by deeds or 
legislative action to prevent the 
usurpation of highway frontage by 
refreshment 
stands 
and similar 
businesses. 
That a heavy 
travel increase 
may be anticipated is shown by 
the Increase In registration of au­ 
tomobiles In the state. 
In 1909, 
when the first highway legislation 
was enacted. California had 28,- 
633 motor vehicles. 
In 1927 there 
were registered approximately 1,- 
700,000 vehicles, or an increase of 
nearly 6000 per cent for the 16 
year period. 
It is pointed out by some engi­ 
neers that 
traffic 
is not alto­ 
gether dependent upon the width 
of the highway or right of way. 
Wide roads are not needed if pro­ 
vision is made for separating the 
line of traffic at street and high­ 
way intersections. 
The most In­ 
tensively used highway in Cali­ 
fornia does not carry a total daily 
travel in excess of 30,000 vehicles, 
whereas a two 
track 
highway 
without obstruction has a capacity 
of 96,000 cars a day. 
Two radical changes must be 
made In street and highway prac­ 
tice in California lf highways are 
to continue to

Th* m ajor argum ents advanced 
by those who would see quota re ­ 
strictions applied to Mexicans are 
argum ents of a sociological nature. 
It ta set out th a t Mexicans are un­ 
desirables, th a t 
they 
are 
“cheap 
labor," taking 
w ork 
away 
from 
Americans, th a t their presence 
in 
large num bers constitutes a 
m en­ 
ace to the A nglo-Saxon strain and 
dominance, th a t they are of a lazy, 
thriftless class calculated 
to 
be­ 
come public charges, etc. 
No one of these charges Is even 
measurably true. T he most convinc­ 
ing proof of the fact th at Mexicans 
constitute no sociological problepi 
in the southw est lies in the fact th at 
the entire region supposed 
to 
be 
menaced by the Mexican "influx" 
and from which this projected law 
would bar m ost of it—was 
itself 
originally M exican territory, popu­ 
lated alm ost exclusively by Mexi­ 
cans. 
Steeped In Romanes 
N ot only in population has 
this 
vast area felt the shaping influence 
of the Mexican. The whole country 
is steeped in the rom ance and tra ­ 
ditions of the race it is now pro­ 
posed to bar therefrom . Seven out 
of every IO of the older cities of the 
southwest 
bear 
Spanish 
names 
given them by Mexicans who long 
constituted their chief 
population. 
Mountains, rivers, highways, h a r­ 
bors, v ast stretches of highly-de­ 
veloped land*—the whole geography 
of the country Is in tho liquid m usi­ 
cal Spanish nomenclature. 
It would be a hardy advocate of 
the quota law who would m aintain 
th a t the southw est 
has 
suffered, 
sociologically or 
otherwise, 
from 
this strong Mexican Influence. Many 
of the oldest and m ost substantial 
families of the southw estern U nit­ 
ed States today are Mexican, not 
Spanish 
but 
M exicans; 
wealthy 
owners of large 
interests, 
heavy 
taxpayers and public spirited citi­ 
zens. To them and to their fore­ 
bears the Southw est owes much of 
its present w ealth and prosperity. 
Needed On Farm s 
There are around 120,000 te rm ­ 
ers in California. Of these, 100,000 
have holdings under IOO acres; 83,- 
000, farm tracts under 
40 
acres. 
W ith these sm all farm ers their pro­ 
ject is a one-m an affair until h a r­ 
vesting period is reached, then they 
need IO, 20 or SO hired hands to get 
their crop off and 
into 
market. 
Fluid, casual labor is for them 
a 
factor determ ining profits or ruin. 
Specialized agriculture has reach­ 
ed its greatest development in Cali­ 
fornia. The m ore 
specialized 
our 
agriculture has become, the g reat­ 
er has grown the need for a fluid 
casual labor supply to handle 
the 
cropping. 
Mexican casual labor 
fills 
the 
requirem ents of the California farm 
ae no other labor has done in 
.he 
past. The Mexican w ithstands the 
high tem peratures of the Im perial 
and the San Joaquin valleys. He is 
adapted to 
field 
conditions. 
He 
moves from one locality to another 
as the rotation of the seasonal crops 
progresses. H e does 
heavy 
field 
work, particularly in the so-called 
“stoop crops” and “knee crops” of 
vegetable and cantaloupe produc­ 
tion, which w hite labor refuses to 
do and is constitutionally unsuited 
to perform.

agriculture Indicate an increase in 
the num ber of hogs and sheep and 
a decrease in cattle, horses and 
mules as compared to a year ago. 
Milk cows 
and yearling 
heifers 
being kept for milk cows showed 
small increases. 
It appears th at 
the decreases in cattle, horses and 
mules offset the increases In sheep 
and hogs. 
"The total volue of all livestock 
Is IO per cent higher than for last 
year and Is the highest valuation 
since 
1921," 
the 
report 
states. 
“This increased valuation is due 
principally to the m arked Increase 
in the value per head of cattle, 
which more than offsets the de­ 
crease in cattle num bers and also 
offsets the decrease in total hog 
values, 
which resulted from the 
marked decrease in the value per 
head. 
“Figures on total slaughter and 
total consumption of beef In Cali­ 
fornia during 1927 indicate a de­ 
crease. During 1927. approximately 
12,000 fewer cattle were consumed 
as beef, 
as 
compared 
with 
the 
year previous. 
This is probably 
partly due to the som ewhat higher 
price of beef and partly due to a 
lower price on other meats, such 
as pork. 
A decreased consumption 
In 1928 can probably be expected 
due to the 
continued 
relatively 
high price of beef and relatively 
low priced pork. 
Hence, caution 
should be exercised in undue ex­ 
pansion. 
At this tim e it is highly 
desirable to pay attention to qual­ 
ity, thus producing a better prod­ 
uct 
w ith 
which 
to 
encourage 
greater 
consum ption 
at 
prices 
which will return a profit.” 


DECLINE IN CIDER 


NEW YORK, Feb. 18—For the 
first tim e in five years the United 
States is faced w ith under pro­ 
duction in the cider vinegar in­ 
dustry, according to a statistical 
Survey 
made 
by 
the 
American 
Cider V inegar M anufacturers' as­ 
sociation, in pursuance of bulle­ 
tins issued by the United States 
departm ent 
of 
agriculture. 
The 
bulletins report an extrem e sh o rt­ 
age in all apple products. 
The 
association 
report 
states 
that barrelage figures of stocks on 
hand, 
including 
carry 
overs, 
as 
subm itted 
on 
December 
31 
by 
practically all cider vinegar m an­ 
ufacturers east of the Mississippi 
river, showed a deficit of approxi­ 
m ately 7,OOO,OOO gallons compared 
to previous years. 
This indicates 
th at there 
is actually 
on 
hand 
now less cider vinegar than the 
average consumption over a pe­ 
riod of several years. 
Bumper apple crops since 1923 
resulted in general over produc­ 
tion in the cider vinegar industry. 
Regarding 
this 
over 
production 
and the prospects of shortage for 
the coming year, the report says: 
“In 1924 over production amounted 
to 
approxim ately 
57 
per 
cent, 
while in 1925 and 1926 it was ap ­ 
proximately 
23 
per 
cent, 
which 
figures 
m ust be compared 
with 
the present deficit. 
If there is 
an average vegetable and pickle 
crop during the coming season, 
and 
conditions 
point 
to 
largely 
increased acreage, there unques­ 
tionably will be a strong seller's 
m arket on cider vinegar 
begin­ 
ning w ith the consum ing season." 
Reports from Pacific coast cider 
vinegar 
m anufacturers 
for 
last 
year's production, indicate approx­ 
im ately 
half 
th e 
production 
of 
previous years. 


COLLEGE STUDENTS 


A gricultural college training has 
opened opportnlties for interesting, 
work and leadership in a number 
of fields, says Dr. E. H. Shinn, 
of the United States departm ent 
of agriculture. 
In a study of the 
demands made upon the agricul­ 
tural colleges and the 
extent 
to 
which 
these 
are 
being met. 
Dr. 
Shinn, in 
charge of agricultural 
Instruction, office of co-operative 
extension work, finds agricultural 
college graduates active in farm ­ 
ing, reasearch, teaching, extension 
work and business enterprises re­ 
lated to farming. 
A ttention is 
called 
to 
the fact 
that more than one-fourth of the 
graduates of agricultural colleges 
return to the farm and continue to 
make scientific 
agriculture 
their 
life work, the 
range 
of 
the pro­ 
portions varying from 
eight 
per 
cent In 
Florida, 
where 
teaching 
calls nearly a 
third of the 
stu ­ 
dents, to 50 per cent In Kansas, 
and th at the callings not imme­ 
diately related to agriculture ac­ 
count for less than a quarter of 
the graduates. 
“This 
data,” 
Dr. Shinn 
says, 
“show 
that 
the 
criticism 
some­ 
times made against land grant col­ 
leges th at their graduates do not 
return to the 
farm 
is 
w ithout 
foundation. 
It is true th at all of 
these graduates do not return to 
the farm. 
But should this be con­ 
sidered a reflection on the work 
of 
these 
institutions? 
The 
fact 
th at 
the courses are sufficiently 
broad to prepare students for serv­ 
ices in a variety of pursuits is 
commendable. 
The rapid agricul­ 
tural development during the past 
queartsr of a century has created 
a dem and for the services of men 
trained in agriculture. 
This phe­ 
nomenal development could have 
been 
possible 
if 
a 
considerable 
num ber of these agricultural grad­ 
uates had not chosen to enter ca­ 
reers in research, extension and 
resit ant teaching, and other agrl- 
culti: a1 professions.'' 
Grain Marketing 
In Canada Studied 


WASHINGTON. D. C-, Feb. 18. 
—Experiences of Canadian farmers 
in co-operation m arketing of grain 
are set forth by Dr. J. F. Booth 
in a bulletin 
published 
by 
the 
United States departm ent of agri­ 
culture. 
Canadian farm ers, according to 
Dr. 
Booth, 
have 
gradually 
de 
veloped a group of co-operatives 
which co-ordinate local and ter­ 
minal elevator facilities w ith cen 
tralized selling.

co-operative 
associa­

of the grain crop of western Can­ 
ada.

N EW YORK, Feb. I*.—This has 
been an uneventful week in the 
Investment m arket. 
Prices have 
shown little change. 
Tho supply 
of new offerings has been sm aller

rowing or in interest rate. 
The effect of firm money rates 
represented 
in 
the 
tim e 
loans 
slightly above 4 1-2 per cent and 
in further advances by federal re­ 
serve banks In their rediscounts 
is that of dow ing up the market 
for high grade m ortgages, particu­ 
larly the rails, which 
for some 
time have been on a level which 
has restricted buying. 
Some of the large institutions are 
beginning to readjust their invest­ 
ment policies to a situation where 
it is necessary to pay fancy prices 
in order to obtain bonds. 
One 
large Insurance company still re ­ 
fuses to increases its portfolio a t 
less than a 4 1-2 per cent return. 
Others th a t have stood pat a t this 
level are now showing some incli­ 
nation to welcome offerings on a 
4.40 basis. 
Mort oases Reduced 
It is recognised that lf the New 
York S tate legislature passes the 
bill now before it to enlarge the 
list 
of bonds legal for 
savings 
banks and trustees and the best 
grades of public utilities will a d ­ 
vance fu rth er 
and 
the gap be­ 
tween their average retu rn s and 
that of other 
legal 
corporation 
m ortgages will be reduced. Some 
bond experts feel that w ith legal 
rails selling on about a 4.15 basis, 
legal public utilities will move to ­ 
ward a 4 1-4 per cent basis. 
There presum es a period of com ­ 
paratively little easy money rates. 
In this connection the head of one 
of the largest national banks In 
the country advocates a reduction 
In the interest of deposits on the 
basis th at interest rates for a p er­ 
iod of years will be low and earn ­ 
ings on the investm ents of banks 
In securities now about th irty per 
cent of their earning assets, will 
be down correspondingly. T em por­

What he began the first editor of his writings, Jared Sparks, 
finished. If Washington tried to squeeze all the humanities out 
of his letters, Sparks, if an Irish bull may be permitted, squeezed 
the rest. He corrected the general’s spelling, his capitalization. 
his choice of words, and even his phrases. Actually he starched 
the general stiff. Then came Ford. who reverted to the origi­ 
nals and gave a new version of the letters, literal and real, with 
all the starch left out. 
Ever since lovers of Washington, and of truth, have been 
hunting for the real man, the man off the pedestal as well as the 
hero on the pedestal, and to the greater glory of our greatest hero 
it may be truthfully said that the longer, the better, toe more ini- 
mately we know him, rn his leisure and at play and when least 
guarded, the finer and greater and more endearing he becomes. 
Greater familiarity with the intimate detail* of Washington’s 
life only serve to prove that greatness is amplified and glorified 
by die simple buoyant humanity that it so often conceals.

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O O N E who has watched the rise 
of perfumes in importance and in 
price can fad to be fascinated by 
the romance of perfume. 
Perfumes have a distinct effect 
upon the emotions and temperament, creating 
as they do, a decided atmosphere. 
For this reason, in the time of Louis XV, the 
royal apartments were scented differently each 
day, one day with roses or musk, another day 
with cloves or violets. 
Potent powers are ascribed to perfumes. I 
have heard that the scent of violets is avoided 
by some singers—sopranos—who will not have 
real violets or violent scent rn the room believing 
that it lowers die voice. That ought really to 
recommend the idea to many of us. 
Sensitive persons often End their senses de­ 
pressed or stimulated by a certain flower odor. 
Modern perfumes are designed to express the 
charm mid the personality of the woman who 
affects them. 
So wide is the range of perfumes that it is 
sometimes difficult to make a selection. One rule 
I might suggest is: Don't buy in haste. Another 
b r D o n ’tbuy perfume just because it has an 
exotic name mat suggests romance. It is easier 
lo name perfume than to make it. Apd don't 
buy just because die bode is a work of art, as 
•o many scent containers are. 
Don t buy a scent—no matter how fashiona­ 
ble it is-—just because it is the fashion. 
Re­ 
member. you have to live with your perfume, 
so to speak, and it must be one that you your­ 
self like, and that in some way expresses what 
you are or would like to be. 
I 
N BUYING a new perfume it is best to 
try it out first The larger shops have sam­ 
ple bottles. Here one can become quite 
dizzy, as I have discovered, after trying many 
kinds. and. if you try too many. it is impossible 
to tell what you Idee. 
There is no accounting for taste in perfume, and no set rule 
that one can follow. A perfume that you like, from which you 
derive pleasure in using, is the one drat probably suits you 
best It expresses your taste, your personality. 
Each woman has a favorite type of perfume. I know that I 
have always preferred a flower scent When I was a child in 
the country I can remember dimbint the hills in the spring, 
looking for a little lily that we called the "Shooting Star." 
It had a fragrant yet elusive scent, which seemed to express 
die spirit of spring on toe hills with their rippling grasses. I liked, 
too, die fragrance of Olina lilies which grew in rows in our 
garden. 
It is .said dirt perfume and mane have die ability to bring 
back memories of places, and of people, more quickly than any­ 
thing else. Lafcadio Hearn thus puts this thought: 
" I Ag die feeling awakened by beauty, the pleasure of 
odor is a pleasure of remembrance . , . the magical ap­ 
peal of sensation to countless memories 
, , , die ghosts of fadings.

T IS, perhaps, for this very reason diet 
many women choose a perfume that ex­ 
presses diem. and «m it alway», despite 
changes rn vogues. 
Marie Antoinette loved the fragrance of 
violet and rose. Empress Josephine a favor­ 
ite was musk. It is said that a later 
occupant of Mabnanoa found it im­ 
possible to eradicate the scent of musk, 
even after painting and washing die walls 
of die rooms. 
To each woesan, the m alta of the 
correct perfume is a imiqueproblem. It 
is for her alone to decide. Tradition has 
it that the sophisticated brunette dually 
likes best an exotic and spicy odor, and 
that the blond prefers die pure fragrant 
perfume of flowers. 
However, one should always have in 
mini tin suitability ol die perfume. I think 
the heavier, exotic scents are not suh- 
for sport. For example, they seem

«he golf finks. A light, fresh sort of per- 
fhme, if any, is best f a outdoor sport

Here I 
could not doubt diet perfumes were actually 
made of flowers, though there is, of course, 
synthetic perfume rn which the scents of flowers 
are concocted by science in the laboratory.

April, and that in March and April, die hya­ 
cinths and jonquils are gathered. Rosa and 
orange blossoms come in May, 4» do mignonette 
and carnation. Jasmine is picked in July and 
the months following. 
Orange blossoms, rosa, jasmine, violets, 
tuber roses, cassia, carnations, mimosa, mignon­ 
ette. jonquils, narcissus, hyacinths, freesias, 
when considered nil together, make ens think of 
gardens in fairyland. 
When die gathering time comes, dm fields 
and gardens around Grasse are filled with men 
and women picking the blooms. The children, 
too, join in and do their share. In one yea, 
nine billion jasmine flowers were used, ii is 
estimated. 
It was interesting to me to learn that each 
yaw workers are sent during the summer to the 
French Alps and into Italy to gatba the wild 
Alpine flowers such as rosemary, thyme and 
lavender and distil them where racy tod them. 
Both ancient and modem methods are used 
to extract perfumes from flowers. In days gone
